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New parking laws will not instantly re- 
solve downtown parking problems, the 
Planning Board said this week, but they 
will help Andover keep those problems 
under control, as well as plan for the fu- 
ture. 

The board Tuesday night held a quiet 
public hearing on its proposed amend 
ments to the parking sections of the zon- 
ing bylaw, which will be presented to 
annual town meeting for voters’ appro- 
val in April. 

Unlike a meeting held two months ago 
when merchants and townspeople ap- 
peared before the board for a lively two- 
hour discussion of their downtown park- 
ing concerns, few citizens attended this 
week’s hearing, and few of those present 
offered any comment. 

That lack of strong opinion on the pian- 
ners’ proposal may indicate that it has 
earned ‘‘lukewarm support, and no ma 
jor opposition,”’ planner Nancy Jeton of 
the Community Development and Plan 
ning department said yesterday morn 
ing. 

‘People seem to feel that the bylaw 
sounds reasonable, and they just aren't 
all that excited about it,’’ Jeton told the

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Community Resources Explained 


Much of the responsibility for educating young children 
about their own safety lies with their parents, says 
Shawsheen School Director Linnea Gershenberg. But, she 
said, many parents don’t know what resources the com- 
munity has to offer. 

Shawsheen teachers, parents and members of the 
school’s Parent-Teacher Organization took the first step 
towards closing that information gap last week with an 
“information fair’’ aimed at providing parents with 
knowledge about such things as child abuse and abduction 
— and helping them understand their fears about such 
frightening subjects 

‘‘We really feel this is the parents’ responsibility. Par- 
ents have to take responsibility to provide information to 
their children,” said Gershenberg. ‘‘They need to fund out 
what resources there are and act on them. Our society has 
become very lax in responsibility to each other.’ 


Over 190 parents of the 300 students at the town’s kinder- 
garten center heard speakers, saw films and left the 
Ann’s Lane schoo! with what Shawsheen parent and the 
coordinator of the program Suzanne Mitchell called ‘“‘arm 
loads of material. 

Included in last Tuesday’s program were speakers Rob- 
ert Nelken, M.D.,a pediatrician from Andover, who talked 
about the roles of teachers and parent in educating chil- 
dren about abduction and abuse; Andover Safety Officer 
Jack Milne, who works with children in the town’s 
schools, and Karen Lang, from the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, who showed a 
film on child abuse called ‘‘Some Secrets Should be Told 

Mitchell, whose twins attend the school, said her idea 
for the program grew out of fears and confusion about the 
safety of the Shawsheen children that she heard at

Earlier this month, abeut 70 townspeople from 
the area appeared before the board to protest 
plans for the development, proposed by Everett 
Dearborn of 175 Summer St. and Lauren Dear- 
born of 109 Elm St 

The proposed subdivision would have included 
the existing Dearborn residence at 109 Elm, for 
a total of 12 lots. Dearborn Circle, ending in 
cul-de-sac, would have been bounded by Wash- 
ington Avenue, Pine Street, and Summer Street; 
it would have “te n located between Cheever Cir 
cle and Johnson Road, on the other side of Elm 
Street 

Stephen Colyer of the Community Devel- 
opment and Planning department told the board 
that the department staff recommended disap- 
proval of the Dearborn Circle plans. 

One of the ‘‘critical aspects”’ of the plan, Coly 
er said, was the proposed access onto Elm 
Street e 

Department staffers believed the street would 
present a traffic hazard, because it would be too 

lose to Johnson Road and Cheever Circle. With 
Dearborn Circle, there would be eight intersec- 
tions in one “compressed space” along Elm 
Street, Colyer explained, where the Police De- 
partment has already recorded a high accident 
rate. © 

‘In addition, town staff@rs were concerned 
about plans to contain all drainage for Dearborn 
Circle within the site, he said. The developer 
planned to build two retention ponds to keep run- 
off within the subdivision — but the developer’s 
engineer had not submitted enough drainage 
data to convince the staff that that plan would 
work. 

Chairman Margaret Bradshaw commented on 
the possible safety hazards the new subdivision 
might create along Elm Street. If a street is to 
be built to serve a subdivision on the Dearborns’ 
lot, she said, “‘it’s going to have to come out on 
another street,” not Elm Street.

None of these ideas need to be included 
in the bylaw or approved by town meet- 
ing, Jeton explained; instead, these are 
ideas that need the cooperation of And- 
over officials, businesses and downtown 
property-owners. Strict enforcement of 
current parking laws will also help ease 
the parking crunch, she noted. 

The planning board’s proposal, if ap- 
proved by town meeting, would strike 
Section VI.A. from the zoning bylaw and 
insert an entirely new section in its 
place. 

One major change would result: The 
new section would close two 20-year-old 
loopholes that currently allow businesses 
to complete major expansions without 
providing any new parking to serve new 
customers and employees. 

Under the new bylaw, expanding busi- 
nesses would have their choice of provid- 
ing new parking spaces on-site; 
obtaining a special permit from the plan- 
ning board to add new spaces off-site, 
potentially outside the CBD; or obtaining 
a special permit from the planning board 
that would reduce the number of new 
spaces required 

One loophole would remain intact, 
however: Businesses would be allowed to 
expand enough to require six new park 
ing spaces without actually providing 
those spaces. That provision is meant to 
protect small businesses, the planners 
have explained. 

In addition, the new parking section 
would create a new table of off-street 
parking requirements specifying how 
much parking must be supplied by va- 
rious downtown establishments 

Business, professional or administra- 
tive offices, for example, would have to 
provide one parking space of each 300 
square feet gross floor area; the current 
law calls for one space for each 450 
square feet of usable floor area. 

Restaurants would need one space for 
each two seats, and one and one-half 
spaces for each two employees; that re- 
quirement is now one space for each 
three seats, plus one for each two em- 
ployees 

Medical/health centers or offices 
would need one space for each 200 square 
feet of useable floor area and four spaces

At Hadassah Conference 


Judith H. Schwartz of Andover, regional presi- 
dent of the Northern New England Region of 
Hadassah, participated in the Hadassah mid- 
winter conference in Israel that took place be- 
tween January 8 and 21. 

Three hundred leaders of Hadassah from.all 
parts of the United States took part. Ruth Pop- 
kin, national president of Hadassah, explained 
at the opening ceremony that the annual confer- 
ence usually takes place in New York. “‘But,”’ 
she said, ‘‘we decided to come to Jerusalem this 
year as an expression of our identification with 
the state of Israel at a time of crisis.” 

The delegates were received by Chaim Her- 
zog, the President of Israel, in the President’s 
house. Prime Minister Shimon Peres addressed 
the opening session and the delegates were later 
met by Deputy Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
in the Knesset, Israel’s parliament. 

The meetings took place against the highly 
emotional background of the rescue of the Ethio- 
pian Jews. One very moving experience the del- 
egates had was meeting Kasia Amara who gave 
birth to a son in the Hadassah-Hebrew Universi- 
ty Medical Center a few days after she arrived 
in Israel 

Her joy was clouded by anxiety about the fate 
of her husband, from whom she had been sepa- 
rated in Ehtiopia. While the delegates were in 


Jerusalem, she got news that he had been traced 
to an absorption center in Ashkelon and he was 
brought to Jerusalem to meet his wife and baby. 

Another issue that dominated the conference 
was an amendment to Israel’s Law of the Re: 
turn, proposed by members of the Orthodox po- 
litical parties. Prime Minister Peres, in his 
address at the opening session, warned the con- 
ference that he feared any such amendment 
might split the Jewish people.

This deep conviction of God’s power, says the 
lecturer, doesn’t always come easily. Some- 
times, he notes, it requires humble regeneration 
in the old Christian sense, ‘‘a vigorous struggle 
to overcome the selfishness, the pride of intel- 
lect and other stumbling blocks” that seem to 
keep us from feeling God’s love and care. But, 
he adds, ‘‘the healing Christ is always present 
revealing the truth we need.”

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Maintenance Budget Lower; 
Playfields Account Debated 


Next year’s $2.3 million Municipal 
Maintenance budget, as recommended 
by the town manager, is smaller than the 
current $2.6 million department budget 
— and $467,010 smaller than the depart- 
ment’s director had hoped. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony last 
week told the selectmen that his fiscal 
1986 municipal maintenance budget re- 
flects ‘‘very, very little change’’ over the 
current fiscal 1985 budget, with no addi- 
tional personnel. 

Department Director Joseph ‘‘Gerry”’ 
Dion noted that he had hoped to ‘‘do a 
little more”’ in the new budget by adding 
staffers and equipment. 

The manager, however, has recom- 
mended trimming Dion’s requests in sev- 
eral divisions, including Parks and 
Grounds, Spring Grove Cemetery, For- 
estry, Building Maintenance, Plumbing- 
/Heating/Electrical, and Vehicle 
Maintenance. 

After reviewing the budget recommen- 
dations in an informal work session last 
Monday night (no votes were taken), the 
selectmen seemed most concerned by 
the parks and grounds allotment: The 
manager has recommended $281,681 for 
that division, while Dion requested 
$354,802. 

Selectman William Dalton asked 
whether Mahony’s recommendation 
would keep Andover’s playing fields ‘‘up 
to what they should be.”’ Dion replied 
that the proposal would allow his depart-

ment to maintain the fields and ‘‘at least 
stay even,” but not improve them. 

Improving existing fields and adding 
new ones would have to wait for another 
year, the manager said: His budget rec- 
ommendation would fund only ‘“‘the sta- 
tus quo’’ — even though field 
maintenance has been ‘“‘sliding for a 
number of years.” 

Dalton said he would like to dtscuss 
parks and grounds again during a future 
meeting, with more information on how 
the fields might be maintained next 
year; he also wanted to hear from select- 
men Norma Gammon and Gerald Silver- 
man, who were absent during the 
discussion. 

Mahony explained that he had formu- 
lated his total $36.3 million budget (in- 
cluding a school department budget of 
$15.94 million) by inflicting ‘‘an equal 
amount of hurt to all budgets. 

“Every penny (that might be added to 
municipal maintenance) will come from 
somewhere else,’ the manager said 
“There are a lot of things we’ve taken 
out that we would rather put back in.”’ 

One thing the municipal maintenance 
director wanted to put back in his bud- 


get: a tree trimmer in the forestry divi- - 


sion, to prune trees lining town streets. 
(That position was dropped from the cur- 
rent fiscal 85 budget. ) 

But the manager held the tree trim- 
ming staff to three, its current number

Dion had also planned to add two peo- 
ple to the plumbing/heating/electrical 
division, and requested a total of $187,963 
for salaries. The manager has secom- 
mended salaries totalling $161,847 fer the 
division, and no new staff 

Building maintenance will also contin- 
ue to work with the same staff, with sala- 
ries funded at a total $340,354.. The 
department director had requested $428,- 
822 for salaries, including salaries for 
three new employees. 

In the vehicle maintenance division, 
the manager found savings not in sala- 
ries, but in other expenses, cutting Die 
on’s request for $560,040 down to $431,540 

Several vehicles need to be replaced, 
Dion indicated, including a van for the 
Council on Aging, another van for the en- 
gineering division, and a dump truck. 

Finance and Budget Director Anthony 
Torrisi explained that some requests for 
new vehicles would be deferred, while 
others would be accomplished with mon- 
ey-saving alternatives such as leasing 
and trade-ins. 

Elsewhere in the department budget, 
the manager cut Dion’s requests for 
Spring Grove Cemetery from $94;807 to 
$79,307, with many of the cuts coming 
from machinery and equipment and op- 
erating supplies. Mahony vetoed a re- 
quest for a $3,500 mower, for example 
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(The cemeter 


budget does, however 
include $1,500 for new trash receptacles, 
which prompted Dalton to comment o1 


the trash containers and flower-filled 
barrels that decorated Main Street last 
spring 

‘*A lot of people thought that the trash 
collectors should have been flower con- 
tainers and the flower containers should 
have been trash collectors,”’ the select- 
man said. 

(Still, the flowery barrels were ‘‘gener 
ally well-accepted” \ast year, and should 
be continued, Dalton said — although he 
added that some of the downtown mer 
chants responsible for maintaining the 
barrels could use flower-planting ies- 
sons. ) 

The municipal maintenance budget 
also includes a list of capital fund pfo- 
jects for fiscal 86, among them: $65,000 
for continuing to bring town and school 
buildings into compliance with building 
safety codes; $250,000 to repair school 
roofs; and $9,000 to repair or replace 
about 20 electrical classroom heater con- 
trols at Andover High. 

Also: $7,000 to provide a new oil tank at 
Doherty Junior High; $10,000 to repair 
and/or replace outworn mechanical 
pipes and valves in school buildings; 
$25,000 to complete the new landfill play- 
ing fields, as approved by town meeting 
last year. 


Andover Clergy Get Involved 
In School Drug Problems

Can a spiritual ‘‘high’’ replace the one 
Andover’s teenagers students get from 
cocaine? 

A number of this community’s reli- 
gious leaders hope so. 

There is the standard approach, ex- 
plained West Parish’s Graham L.N. 
Ward, of trying to stop people from using 
drugs. But, he suggested as an alterna- 
tive, replacing the need for a “high” 
with something else. Some people take 
drugs to feel higher, and, in a sense, 
that’s what religion is about too, said the 
pastor. 

“Because of the churches’ failure to 
provide people with a depth of experi- 
ence a lot of people start using chemi- 
cals,’’ said Rev. Ward. “‘How come that 
seems to be the only way to get high 
these days? Prayer and meditation were 
ways people used to develop a higher 
state of consciousness. The desire to 
have a deeper experience in life is a nat- 
ural thing.” 

Andover’s ministers and priests took 
the first steps to combat drug abuse in 


their parishes when they invited three 
Andover High School counselors to their 
monthly Andover Clergy Association 
meeting this month. The school system’s 
drug and alcohol Coordinator Mike Mar- 
coux, Brenda O’Brien, who is in charge 
of the health classes at the high school, 
and high school counselor Ruby Easton 
told the clergy that drugs are popular at 
the high school. They presented a picture 
that St. Augustine’s Rev. Richard T. 
O’Leary said he thought wasn’t ‘‘all that 
great.” 


“This is a problem and we know it and 
the schools know it,”’ said Father Rich 
“If people knew we were concerned then 
maybe we could be a resource.” 


To better define just how widely used 
drugs are at Andover High, Marcoux 
plans to distribute a survey to the entire 
student population asking for anonymous 
answers to questions about drug and al- 
cohol use and family situations. Marcoux 
says much of the responsibility for drug 
abuse among the town’s young lies with 


their families. In an affluent community 
like Andover factors such as single-par- 
ent families and constant moves have a 
profound effect on children, he said. 

“There is no extended family any- 
more,” explained Marcoux. “Kids reaily 
want their parent’s attention and affec- 
tion. There are z-lot of kids who are emo- 
tionally starved, drained and looking for 
attention.” 

Marcoux said the exchanging of drugs 
in the high school’s hallways is subtle, 
but present. He doesn’t see it, but he 
knows it’s there. There is a lot of cocaine 
in the schools and the students know who 
to go to when they want some, he said 

Community residents agree that And 
over’s young abuse drugs and alcohol. 
The results of a secondary school survey, 
conducted in the fall of 1982 and released 
this week, show that the 2,690 students, 
parents, teachers and townspeople who 
responded to the survey agree that drugs 
and alcohol, as well as theft, vandalism 
and cheating, are problems in the high 
school and the two junior highs. Only one 


group thought different as a majority of 
the stuaents polled at Doherty Junio: 
Figh disagreed with the statement that 
alcohol was a serious problem in: their 
school. ’ 

Perhaps the students’ answers to an- 
other survey question has bearing on the 
drug abuse question. Junior and senior 
highschoolers overwhelmingly agreed 
that peer pressure plays ‘‘a major role’’ 
in the.r social decisions 


Ruby Easton will return to talk with 
the clergy at their Feb. 25 meeting. What 
will come out of that meeting is uncer- 
tain, said Marcoux. He hopes to give the 
religious leaders information from his 
survey and perhaps more youth group 
offerings and messages from the pulpits

Fielding The Budget 


It would appear that the town manager and select- 
men would do well to take another look at the munici- 
pal maintenance department budget with regard to 
the section dealing with playfields. 

The department originally requested $354,802 for the 
next fiscal year to improve and add facilities. 

The town manager has trimmed that request back 
to $281,681 and informed selectmen at a work session 
last week that additional fields and ifnprovement of 
present ones would have to wait another year. 

Selectman William Dalton rightfully questioned the 
wisdom of such a move and asked that the subject be 
discussed further at a later date. 

While granting that ‘hold-the-line’ budgeting is com- 
mendable, there is also the consideration of protecting 
an investment as well as responding to a need for fa- 
cilities when proposing annual expenses for the year. 

The town has only recently developed playfields at 
the high school campus and in other areas of town. At 
the same time, under the school building project, oth- 
er fields were improved at considerable expense. 

These facilities, now having been built, or brought 
up to standard, it stands to reason that proper mainte- 
nance provisions should be provided, not just routine 
procedures. : 

Too, there are some other fields in town which are in 
need of attention which could be handled by this same 


municipal maintenance department. 

Most important, of course, is the need for additional 
fields, which are slowly coming about, but in dire 
need. 

As has been evidenced in the past, Andover has a 
tremendous need for fields to accommodate the va- 
rious youth activities conducted by volunteer organi- 
zations. 

It is anticipated that there will again be thousands of 
youngsters participating in the Andover Soccer Asso- 
ciation programs in the spring and fall of the year. At 
the same time there will be hundreds participating in 
Little League baseball in the spring and junior football 
in the fall. 

As in the past, one can anticipate that at some point 
during the respective seasons, residents will properly 
complain that one group seems to be being favored 
over another simply because of an insufficiency of 
field availability. 

The groups, which provide a healthy recreational 
activity for the thousands of youngsters in the commu- 
nity, are, indeed, entitled to the town providing the 
facilities to conduct their programs. 

Another look at this part of the budget for the next 
fiscal year certainly appears to be in order to properly 
protect the town’s investment as well as providing ad- 
equate facilities for town programs.

Back-to-back 28-point performances by sizzling junior guard Tim Perry, coupled 
with a 3%point week from senior center Tom Lutz, enabled the high-flying Andover 
High boys’ varsity basketball team to move two steps closer to the Eastern Mass. 
Division I Tournament. 

The Golden Warriors remained one game behind undefeated powerhouse Lowell 
High in the race for Merrimack Valley Large School Division supremacy, galloping 
past Tewksbury 63-45 and Dracut 78-64 in a pair of road contests last week. 

The victories boosted coach Tom Ryser’s squad to 9-2 overall, including 7-1 in the 
league, and Andover now needs three more wins in eight remaining games to qualify 
for the post-season tourney. . 

This week AHS was matched against a pair of Small School Division rivals, Law- 
retice High and Methuen. 

The locals traveled to Lawrence (4-7) last Tuesday night, and will return home to 
the Dunn Gymnasium to host the Rangers (8-5) this Saturday afternoon at 2:15 p.m. 

Saturday’s game will be broadcast over WCCM Radio with Frank Benjamin and 
John Moran doing the play-by-play and color commentary. 


Andover. 63-45 


Ryser & Co. avenged last year’s upset loss to the Redmen, beating Tewksbury in its 
own gym, but the victory wasn’t quite as sweet as the second-year Andover coach 
would have liked. 

‘We played awful that night,” said Ryser. ‘“The mental approach to the game just 
wasn’t there. The kids were in the middle of mid-terms and they were spent, wasted 
and tired. The academic aspect of the overall program is very important in Andover. 
There is strong emphasis placed on studies, which is the way it should be. It just 
didn’t help our basketball cause very much on that particular night. 

“I knew from the start we’d have some trouble. Our kids don’t like that gym be- 
cause it’s poorly lit and it has aedifferent (artificial) kind of floor. 

‘Tewksbury is the type of team that doesn’t quit, and we could never quite put 
them away.

P. Multiple Dwellings 


The Board of Appeals (or Planning Board, as indicated,) may draft a Special 
Permit for the construction, conversion and occupancy of multiple dwellings sub- 
ject to the following regulations and conditions: 


1. Conversion of a one-family or a two or more family dwelling (as per Section IV.B. 
of this Bylaw) 
a. The building must have existed prior to March 10, 1941; 
b. There shall be two thousand five hundred (2,500) square feet of lot area for 
each family; 
There shall be at least one (1) off-street parking space for each dwelling unit; 
d The criteria of Section VIII.c. (Special Permits) of this Bylaw shall be met 


2. Construction of Apartment Buildings (as per Section IV.B. of this Bylaw): 

No more than twelve (12) dwelling units shall be contained in any building in 

an Apartment District: 

There shall be a paved driveway, or paved walk adequate to accomodate 

emergency vehicles, within fifty (50) feet of outside entrance to each dwell- 

ing unit; 

c. No buildings shall be nearer to each other at any point than the sum of the 
heights of their opposing exterior walls unless both such walls are unpierced, 
and walls shall be considered opposing if the angle between them is less than 
thirty (30) degrees; 

d. No structure shall be built within thirty (30) feet of any way and no structure 
or parking space shall be built or maintained within twenty (20) feet of any 
other exterior property line; 

e. Off-street parking shall be provided as per Section VI.A. of this Bylaw; 
: The criteria of Section VIII.c. (Special Permits) of this Bylaw shall be met. 


3. New combined multi-family dwelling and business construction, and conversion or 
expansion of existing property to multi-family dwelling or combined use (as per 
Section IV.B. of this Bylaw): 

a. No building in a business district shall be erected within fifteen (15) feet of a 
residence in an abutting residence district; 

b. If more than fifty (50) percent of the frontage of a block in a business district 
is improved and all buildings are set back more than ten (10) feet, then the 
minimum setback on such street frontage shall be the minimum setback 
requirement; 

c. There shall be two thousand (2,000) square feet of lot area per dwelling unit: 

d. The structure, if new, shall not occupy more than two-thirds (2/3) of the lot 
area (including lane in contiguous ownership) within the Business District; 

e. The structure, if existing, and occupying more than two-thirds (2/3) of the lot 
area, shall not be expanded to occupy. more than it does at the date of this 
amendment to the Bylaw; 

f. Off-street parking shall be provided as per Section VI.A. of this Bylaw;

4. Conversion of an Existing Nonresidential Structure of 50,000 Square Feet Gross 
Floor Area or More to Multifamily Dwelling Use, and Parking to Service Such Use 
on the Same or Ancillary Parcel (as per Section IV.B. of this ByLaw)

Large Structure Conversion: A Special Permit for conversion of a residential 
structure of fifty thousand (50,000) square feet gross floor area or more to multi- 
family dwelling use may be granted by the Board of Appeals in districts where 
authorized by Section IV.B., ‘‘Table of Use Regulations’, provided that the follow 
ing are complied with: 

a. The requirements of Section V, ‘‘Dimensional Requirements’’ need not be 
met, except that any addition or extension must observe minimum yard 
depth and maximum height requirements, and may not increase lot coverage 
by more than five (5) percent of lot area. Lot area plus land committed to 
public recreation or conservation use within six hundred (600) feet of the 
structure shall equal at least three thousand five hundred(3,500) square feet 
per dwelling unit; 


b. Off-street parking shall meet the following minimum requirements in lieu of 
those specified elsewhere in this Bylaw, either on the premises or on a parcel 


per dwelling unit 


Parking areas shall either be paved or in some other way provide for all- 


weather safety, drainage, and dust control satisfactory to the Board of Ap- 
peals; layout, lighting, grading, and landscaping shall avoid visual intrusion 
by the development into surrounding areas; 


c. The design of land and building uses, site plan, and building alterations shall 
serve to further the harmony of the premises with the surrounding neighbor- 
hood ; 


d. The criteria of Section VIII.C. (Special Permits) shall be met. 


5. New Multiple Family Dwelling Construction - Attached Cluster (as per Section 


IV.B. of this Bylaw) 


The Planning Board may grant a Special Permit for Attached Cluster to allow the 
construction of multiple dwellings subject to the criteria of Section VIII.C. (Special 
Permits) of this Bylaw and to the following conditions: 


a. Purposes - to promote and encourage alternative forms of housing which are 
accessible to existing town services, to protect the natural environment and 
to conserve open space, to promote energy conservation, to allow devel- 
opment within the existing capacities of town services, and to provide hous- 
ing which will not be unreasonably detrimental to the established or future 
character of the neighborhood and Town; 


b. Density - the maximum number of dwelling units shall be determined by 
dividing the Buildable Area by the minimum lot size allowed in the district. 
For each dwelling unit of one thousand (1,000) square feet or less, the appli- 
cant is entitled to a credit of fifty (50) percent of an additional dwelling unit 
of smaller size. ‘‘Buildable Area’’ is calculated by subtracting from the total 
area of the parcel a number which is ninety (90) percent of the area shown as 
wetlands on the Town of Andover wetland maps; > 


c. Location 
(1) the parcel shall have a minimum of fifty (50) feet of frontage on an 
existing public way which has sufficient capacity to accomodate the pro- 
jected traffic flows from the project; 


(2) there shall be town water and sewer available in said public way, and 
said water and sewer lines shall have sufficient capacity to accomodate 
the project;

d. Dimensional Requirements 
(1) parcel size - each parcel shall be not less than ten (10) acres nor more 


than twenty-five (25) acres; 
(2) building height - no building shall exceed thirty-five (35) feet; 


(3) setbacks from property boundaries - each building shall be set back at 
least seventy-five (75) feet from all property boundaries; 


(4) setbacks within the development - each building shall be set back at least 
fifteen (15) feet from any.road or parking area. Each building shall be set 
back at least fifty (50) feet from other buildings. 


e. Open Space 


(1) all land not designated for roads, buildings, privately owned yards, and 
which is unsuitable for development shall be designated OPEN SPACE. 
Areas which are unsuitable for development shall include, but not be 
limited to: floodplains; wetlands as shown on the Town of Andover wet- 
land maps; slopes of greater than 15 percent; and areas with ledge closer 
than four (4) feet to the surface of the ground; 


(2). OPEN SPACE shall comprise a minimum of sixty (60) percent of the 
total area of the parcel, and at least fifty (50) percent of the Open Space 
shall be accessible and usable for recreation purposes; 


(3) Prior to the sale of any dwelling unit, the applicant shall submit a Conser- 
vation Restriction on the Open Space to the Planning Board for its re- 
view, modification and approval, and shall record the approved 
Conservation Restriction in the Registry of Deeds. In the event of the sale 
of any dwelling unit prior to the recording of an approved Conservation 
Restriction, the Town shall have a lien on said real property for the value 
of the Conservation Restriction; 


(4) Prior to the sale of any dwelling unit, the applicant shall convey all Open 
Space land to either the Town, a non-profit corporation, or a homeown- 
ers’ association. If the applicant intends to convey to a non-profit cor- 
poration or a homeowners’ association, the applicant must obtain the 
prior approval of the Planning Board; 


f. Design Standards 
1) There shall be not less than three (3) nor more than six (6) dwelling 
units in each building; 
2) Each dwelling unit shall have a separate exterior entrance to the unit at 
ground floor level; 


3) Buildings shall be designed and placed and landscaping used to maxi- 
mize visual and audible privacy between buildings; 


4) The number of dwelling units which have more than four (4) rooms ex- 
cluding bathrooms may not exceed sixty (60) percent of the total number 
of dwelling units in the development; 


(5) The design and layout of the buildings and accessory uses may not be 
altered without prior approval of the Planning Board; 

6) At least two (2) parking spaces per dwelling unit shall be provided on the 
parcel either in an off-street paved area or in a garage or carport; no 
parking area may have more than twelve (12) spaces; 

7) Adequate provision shall be made for aisles, driveways, visitor parking 
and snow disposal; 


8)Appropriate landscaping shall be used to prevent or minimize lighting 
overspill ;

MORTGAGE KNOWHOW 

it's too early in the term of the new Congress 
to Know where mortgage interest rates will set- 
tle.
